3.000.000 bushels for apples not 
harvested leaves about "7.000.000 
bushels actually harvested, or about 
14 per cent more than last year. The 
commercial crop, including those al* 
ready sold or available for sale, is 
placed at six and a half million bar- 
rels, or 4 per cent more than last 
year. The United States apple esti- 
mates remain practically unchanged 
from the November figures, with a 
total crop of 246.000,000 bushels in- 
cluding some not harvested or 42 
per cent jnore than last year, while 
the commercial crop including those 
sold or available for sale for use as 
fresh fruit, is 39,000.000 barrels or 
18 per cent more than last year.
